going to 3C0-land and should be active August 6th. They may be active 

as 3COCW for 10 days. Operation will be on all bands both CW and SSB. 

They will also be operating on the WARC bands, look for them on 24950, 
24900, 10105, 18070 and 18160 kHz. CW QSLs go to EA3CW and SSB QSLs go 
to EA3CUU. 


A3, TONGA. Gee! We reported last week Ron, ZL1AMO, was in 5W-land, but 
now he is signing A35EA from Tonga. (He sure likes to island hop!) 
Length of stay is unknown. Usually you can find him on CW around 25 kHz 
from the band edge. QSL via ZL1AMO.
